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Thug barred from estate after terrorising neighbours 

BAN SLAPPED ON 
NOTORIOUS YOB

A YOB who terrorised an es¬ 
tate, launching attacks on his 
neighbours, has been banned 
from the area for two years. 

Neighbour from hell George Mc¬ 
Creight threatened another resident 
and was accused of widespread intim¬ 
idation. He proved to be such a night¬ 
mare for tenants that Dudley Council 
took the step of serving him with an 
injunction, ordering him to leave. 

Action was taken following reports about 
his behaviour on the Highfields estate in Hale¬ 
sowen. 

The 21-year-old, of Bredon Court, Hale¬ 
sowen, who was convicted 
of threatening a neigh¬ 
bour and has previously 
been found guilty of theft 
and also of possession of 
cannabis, battery and 
racially aggravated har¬ 
assment, is now banned 
from the estate. 

Housing 

He is not allowed 
George McCreight within the boundaries of 
Stourbridge Road, Alex¬ 
andra Road, Hagley Road, Bromsgrove Road 
and Whitehall Road. 

Housing boss Councillor Laura Taylor said 
concern for other residents on the estate had 
forced the authority to act. 

She said: “Serving an injunction against 
a problem individual is not an action taken 
lightly by the authority but we felt we needed 
to show not only that we were listening to 
residents but that we will take action against 
individuals who feel the need to blight an ev¬ 
er-improving community. 

“McCreight caused significant issues affect¬ 
ing a number of households with fear of wide¬ 
spread intimidation, harassment and violence. 

“This injunction will not only safeguard res¬ 
idents in the locality but will provide further 
confidence and reassurance to all of our resi¬ 
dents.” 

Anyone who sees McCreight breaking the 
conditions of this injunction is asked call the 
police on 101.

STUDENTS in Cradley Heath swapped their 
uniforms for ‘something red’ on the last day 
of term and raised a huge amount of money 
for a blood cancer charity. 

The day was inspired by the charity work 
Ormiston Forge Academy member of staff, 
Kris Griffin, had been undertaking while 
trying to raise £10,000 over 12 months for 
Leukaemia Care. Mr Griffin, a trustee of the 
charity, was diagnosed with chronic myeloid 
leukaemia (CML) 10 years ago. 


In recent weeks, he has spoken at assem¬ 
blies and been interviewed by the student 
council, and on the last day of term greeted 
students at the academy in Wrights Lane 
with a collecting bucket. 

It resulted in a grand total of £780 being 
raised, donated to the #Krisl0 appeal. 

Mr Griffin said: “Ten years ago when I was 
diagnosed I wasn’t sure if I was going to live 
to 33 and now 10 years later, I’m still here 
aged 43, and pretty good at maths too! To cel¬ 


ebrate 10 years since the diagnosis, I’ve set 
myself a challenge to raise £10,000 for Leu¬ 
kaemia Care. The money will be spent train¬ 
ing more GPs on the signs and symptoms of 
blood cancer. The money that Forge students 
have raised will save lives. I’m very proud of 
everyone involved.” 

Mr Griffin is now planning a 10-mile walk 
and a special concert at the Cavern Club in 
Liverpool to help smash his fundraising tar¬ 
get by February.

A MOTHER left heartbroken by the 
death of her 32-year-old son is to carry 
out one of his dying wishes by taking 
part in a half-marathon in aid of Mary 
Stevens Hospice. 

Stuart Barnbrook died in October, 
just five weeks after being diagnosed 
with an aggressive brain tumour. 

Before he died, his mother Sandra, 
aged 51, spoke to him about what she 
could do for him. He replied: ‘Mum, do 
the half-marathon, that’s enough.’ 

Mrs Barnbrook, a supermarket 
worker, said: “I said I’d run to the ends 


of the world for him. So I’m now doing 
the Great Birmingham Run.” 

The race takes place on October 14, 
but for Mrs Barnbrook, from Brierley 
Hill, training started in the snow ear¬ 
lier this year. 

She said: “I realised I had started to 
do nothing other than sit around the 
house. I needed to do something that 
was going to make me feel better. 

“When I am running I feel completely 
free, there is nothing else in the world. 

“That time away from everything and 
being outdoors has helped me focus on 


what happened and it has helped me 
start to deal with my grief.” 

Mrs Barnbrook started her training 
by running regular 5km races. She re¬ 
cently competed her first 10km race. 

She will be raising money for the 
Stourbridge hospice and will be watched 
by her husband Andy. 

Mrs Barnbook said: “Stuart put up 
an amazing and brave battle, and was 
taken from us far too young.”

Worries over homes 
at former legion site 


COUNCILLORS have expressed 
concerns over access to a pro¬ 
posed residential development 
on the site of a former Royal Brit¬ 
ish Legion club in Halesowen. 

Ling Homes Ltd has submitted 
proposals to Dudley Council to build 
11 homes on the site in Bundle Hill, 
Halesowen. 

The land had been occupied by the for¬ 
mer local HQ of the Royal British Legion 
from 1968 until 2008 before it was demol¬ 
ished after of a major fire. 

Belle Vale ward councillors Jake Cooper, 
Simon Phipps and Laura Taylor - the lat¬ 
ter is also cabinet member for housing - say 
they do not believe enough consideration 
has been given to how existing residential 
areas will be accessed once the homes has 
been built. 

The three councillors in a joint state¬ 
ment, said: “We are aware of the applica¬ 
tion to build 11 dwellings on the previous 
site of the Royal British Legion club on 
Bundle Hill. 

School 

“We are concerned about these plans as 
currently there are many reported issues 
regarding access to the existing residential 
areas plus the school at the top of the hill. 

“We are in discussions with the planning 
officers regarding this, as at present we 
cannot see that enough consideration has 
been given to access. Whilst we support 
the need for more housing in the area, and 
encourage development of sites similar to 
this, there must not be a negative impact 
on the surrounding area. 

“We must also ensure any future resi¬ 
dents of the planned houses are not going 
to experience issues in their area from the 
outset, making for a very uncomfortable 
living situation.” 

A design and access statement, submit¬ 
ted with the plans, says: “The proposed 
development would see the redevelopment 
of the site after lying unkempt for nearly a 
decade, providing high quality homes.”

Conman's bid 
to get jail 
sentence cut 
is rejected 

A CRUEL fraudster who tried to con 
money out of a vulnerable pensioner has 
failed in a bid to get his jail term cut. 
Terry Francis Collins was locked up for 
a year at Wolverhampton Crown Court 
on March 22. 

The 22-year-old admitted fraud after 
donning a hard hat and carrying a clip¬ 
board to bamboozle his elderly victim, 
London’s Appeal Court heard. 

Collins had turned up at the 82-year- 
old man’s Halesowen home on Novem¬ 
ber 8 last year. He asked the pensioner 
about work which had been done on his 
roof, for which he had paid in full. The 
conman claimed the victim owed tax for 
the work. He demanded £480 in VAT for 
a job that had cost just £650. 

When the pensioner queried the 
amount, Collins said he would ‘settle for 
£280’ but the victim refused to pay up, 
though the elderly man, who has had 
triple bypass heart surgery, lived in fear 
after Collins said he would be back. 

People had tried to trick him before 
and his daughter had seen a camera 
installed. Police were able to recognise 
Collins from the CCTV. 

Lawyers for Collins, from Foster Way, 
High Green, Sheffield, argued that his 
jail term was far too harsh but Lord Jus¬ 
tice Treacy, who was sitting with two 
others, dismissed the fraudster’s appeal. 


Passengers warned 
of Euston closure 

PASSENGERS from the West Midlands 
planning to travel to London using Eu¬ 
ston Station are warned the terminal 
will be closed to over three consecutive 
weekends this summer. 

Euston will be shut as part of Network 
Rail’s Upgrade Plan, which includes re¬ 
placing ageing North Wembley junction, 
a major intersection on Europe’s busiest 
mixed-use railway. 

Rail chiefs say it is necessary to shut 
the line in order to carry out the work. 
They is will be done over August 18-19, 
August 25-27 (bank holiday weekend) 
and September 1-2. 

The Euston shutdown will impact all 
services on the West Coast main line 
including trains serving Birmingham 
New Street, Birmingham International, 
Rugby and Coventry.

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Authority 
needs higher 
profile, says 
housing boss 

NOBODY knows what the West Mid¬ 
lands Combined Authority (WMCA) 
is, according to one of its chiefs. 

Councillor Mike Bird, leader of Wal¬ 
sall Council and the WMCA’s portfolio 
holder for housing and land delivery, 
has led his first meeting of the board. 

Among the items on the agenda 
were social housing and the potential 
of former shops to help ease housing 
pressures. 

However, toward the end of the 
meeting, Councillor Bird said that 
people need to know what the WMCA 
is before they can really start work¬ 
ing towards their goal of 215,000 new 
homes by 2031. 

“If we get a site where the combined 
authority have assisted, we need to 
have a sign that says ‘in conjunction 
with the combined authority’. Be¬ 
cause who knows who the combined 
authority are, apart from the people 
sitting around here? Nobody. Nobody. 

“We’ve done this with other eco¬ 
nomical developments, and we need 
to make sure that we’re promoting 
our cause.” 

The authority was formed in 2016 
and is made up of seven West Mid¬ 
lands councils, including all of those 
in the Black Country. 

It has powers in a range of areas in¬ 
cluding transport, economic develop¬ 
ment and regeneration. The body was 
formed to help the region compete 
with areas such as London.

Kasia was failed by 
mental health system 


A YOUNG woman from Halesowen 
who took her own life weeks before 
turning 21 was failed by the mental 
health system, an inquest heard. 

Katarzyna Woloncewicz, also known as 
Kasia, was found dead from asphyxia on 
March 29 this year. 

Kasia suffered from depression and anxiety 
and had been seen by staff at Dudley and Wal¬ 
sall Mental Health Partnership NHS Trust. 

An investigation was launched after Kasia’s 
mother accused the trust of failing her daugh¬ 
ter. Kasia had called Dudley Talking Therapy 
Services (DTTS) multiple times after being re¬ 
ferred by a GP but never received a call back. 

On Monday at Black Country Coroners 
Court, assistant coroner Emma Whitting said: 
“Kasia took her own life but this was contrib¬ 
uted to by system failures in the mental health 
service that let Kasia down in her time of need. 
This has now been recognised by the trust.” 

Unacceptable 

Giving evidence, joint medical director at the 
trust, Dr Mark Weaver, admitted it was ‘com¬ 
pletely unacceptable’ that Kasia never received 
a call back from DTTS. 

Following the inquest Kasia’s mother, Jayne 
McCracken, said her daughter did not receive 
the help and support she needed. 

“Kasia was failed by Dudley and Walsall 
Mental Health Partnership NHS Trust,” added 
Mrs McCracken. “I hope the trust learns les¬ 
sons from Kasia’s death and implements 
changes.” 

A spokesperson for the trust said: “The 
death of Katarzyna Woloncewicz was a very 
tragic event and we would like to repeat our 
sincerest condolences to her family. 

“We have completed a thorough investi¬ 
gation and as a result we will be making im¬ 
provements to the way we respond to patient 
referrals and reviewing the effectiveness of 
our Mental Health Assessment Service. We are 
also addressing the way in which we respond 
to self-referrals to our Talking Therapies Ser¬ 
vice. We support and care for many people in 
crisis and we take learning from all incidents 
seriously.”

Frontline police 
figures plummet 

THE number of frontline police of¬ 
ficers in the West Midlands has plum¬ 
meted over the last year, Home Office 
figures show. 

West Midlands Police had 5,630 of¬ 
ficers available for frontline duties in 
March - down 566 from 2017. 

Staffordshire Police also had fewer 
bobbies on the beat, 1,440 this year 
compared with 1,482 in March 2017. 

The number of police officers across 
England and Wales has dropped to its 
lowest level since 1996 and comes as 
crime across the region has risen by 
13 per cent. 

Fifth of workers 
have second job 

A new study has found that 21 per 
cent of workers in the West Midlands 
currently have a second job, earning 
them around an extra £3,500 a year. 

More than a third (38 per cent) 
would like one in the future, accord¬ 
ing to Informi, who provide expert 
advice and guidance for small and me¬ 
dium-sized businesses. 

Its survey also found that 57 per 
cent in the region believe most people 
will have multiple jobs in the future. 
Those who already have a ‘side hus¬ 
tle’ make an average of approximately 
£288 a month from it. 

Harassment led to 
man’s arrest at airport 

A man from Slovenia who harassed 
a woman from Stourbridge for two 
years was jailed for a week and made 
subject of a restraining order. 

Drago Kisilak was given the re¬ 
straining order until 2020 along with 
the short custodial centre at Cannock 
Magistrates Court last week. 

The 56-year-old pleaded guilty to a 
charge of harassment without violence 
after flying to Birmingham Airport 
and being arrested by waiting officers.

Fewer without work but more 
people now claiming benefits 



Scorching sunshine has produced markings that history experts say indicate where buildings once stood at Dudley Castle 


MYSTERIOUS markings have ap¬ 
peared in Dudley Castle’s courtyard 
and the phenomenon is down to the 
dry spell. 

Scorching sunshine has brought out 
the markings, which history experts 
say indicate where buildings stood as 
far back as the 16th century. 

Prominent ‘parch marks’ have been 
revealed in three areas of the castle 
grounds, showing the location of wall 
from the 1500s, an elaborate garden 
water feature from the early-1900s 


and a unknown building near the base 
of the keep. 

Former castle keeper Adrian Dur¬ 
kin said: “I haven’t seen the wall line 
across the far end of the courtyard for 
about 30 years. 

“The wall would have en¬ 
abled food and provisions 
to be bought to the kitchen 
without having to go through the main 
courtyard and is probably John Dudley 
(mid-1500s) in date. 

“The large circular feature in the 


centre will be remembered by some as 
a garden feature but for the rest it is, 
of course, where the UFOs land! But 
it’s the third marking near the base 
of the keep, which is a real mystery. 
I’ve never seen it before, we have not 
excavated the area and I don’t know 
what it is.” 

Education Assistant Amy Hickman 
said: “It’s all down to this exception¬ 
ally hot weather, which is causing his¬ 
tory to re-emerge. These markings are 
like footprints from the past.”

Statistics 

Nationally unemployment fell by 
12,000 to 1.41 million, giving a jobless 
rate of 4.2 per cent, the joint lowest for 
more than 30 years, according to the 
Office for National Statistics. 

The West Midlands figure was down 
2,000 to 141,000 - 4.8 per cent of the 
working population. Over the course 
of last year it has fallen by 25,000. 

Average earnings increased by 2.5 
per cent in the year to May, compared 
with 2.4 per cent the previous month. 

The claimant count, which includes 
people on Jobseeker’s Allowance and 
the unemployment element of Uni¬ 
versal Credit, increased by 7,800 last 
month to 898,700, around 97,000 more 
than a year ago. 

For the West Midlands the number 
of claimants rose by 390 to 100,340, 
Wolverhampton had a rise of 140 to 
7,955 (4.9 per cent of the working pop¬ 
ulation) and Dudley was up by 110 at 
7,345 (3.8 per cent).

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Violent crime rate soars 
across the Black Country 


VIOLENT crime across the Black Country has almost dou¬ 
bled in five years, while weapons possession has also rock¬ 
eted, a study of new crime figures has revealed. 

The statistics from the Office of National Statistics show a trend 


across Dudley, Sandwell, Wolverhampton and Walsall. 

Weapons possession, vehicle offences and sex attacks have all increased. But 
the number of drug offences has fallen. Shoplifting, bike thefts and criminal 

damage and arson vary. 

In Dudley, violent crime involving 
injury has almost doubled in the five 
years. 

Police recorded 2,549 such incidents 
in the borough over the year up to 
March this year. This is up 20 per cent 
from the year before and a 99 per cent 
from five years ago. 

Rocketed 


Huge haul of 
illicit tobacco 
seized in raids 


MORE than 150,000 illegal cigarettes 
and 1,000kg of tobacco were taken off 
Dudley’s streets in 13 enforcement 
operations in one year. 

The seizures took place at seven 
shops between April 2017 and March 
this year. Two prosecutions have since 
concluded with several more pending. 
The enforcement was part of a larger 
Trading Standards initiative by the 
Central England Trading Standards 
Authorities, recovering huge amounts 
of tobacco that would have resulted in 
a tax dodge of nearly £2 million. 

The amount of illegal product 
seized has increased year on year, 
with the quantity of illicit cigarettes 
seized last year being almost 30 per 
cent more than a record figure the 
previous year. 

Crooks use sophisticated methods 
to hide the illegal goods, which means 
specialist tobacco sniffer dogs are re¬ 
quired. 


Violence without injury also rock¬ 
eted, from 670 to 1,712 in five years. 

Worryingly, like Wolverhampton, 
the number of weapons possession 
offences almost doubled over the five 
years. Drug offences, however, have 
slumped. 

Overall, crime increased in the bor¬ 
ough 50 per cent over the five years, 
to 21,411 recorded incidents over the 
latest period. 

In Sandwell, it was much the same 
story again. Violent crime with injury 
doubled over five years from 1,838 to 
3,378, as did violent crime without in¬ 
jury, rising from 769 to 2,260. 

In Wolverhampton, the number of 
people caught with guns, knives and 
other weapons has rocketed by 91 per 
cent in the five-year period, by 20 per 
cent in the last 12 months alone. 

In Walsall, incidents of violence with 
injury went up to 2,558 - a rise of 70 
per cent over five years 


Car-jack baby back with her mother

A BABY girl was back in her mother’s 
arms after the family’s car was stolen 
in Birmingham with the four-week- 
old still inside. 

Clare O’Neill was recovering in hos¬ 
pital with her baby Eliza safely back 
at her side after their shocking ordeal 
last week. Clare suffered face and leg 
injuries during the attack. 

Police were mounting a major man¬ 
hunt to trace two men behind the ter¬ 
rifying car-jacking in Acocks Greem. 

Clare arrived home last Thursday 
afternoon only to be confronted by 
two thugs who demanded the keys 
to her car. As she frantically tried to 
get her daughter out of the Audi, the 
thieves drove off with Eliza still in her 
car seat. 

A major police search was launched 
as thousands of people shared news of 
the search on social media in a frantic 
bid to find baby Eliza. Thankfully she 
was found by an ambulance crew at a 
health centre in Small Heath after she 
had been left there in her car seat. 

West Midlands Police released an 
image of Clare and Eliza recovering 
in hospital. Clare is shown to have 
suffered cuts and grazes to her face. 
She also sustained leg injuries in the 
car-jacking that took place at around 
4pm. The car is a grey Audi A3 S line 
with the registration BJ66 YLV. 

Detective Inspector Jim Munro 
said: “This incident has shocked the 
whole of our force area and we will 
leave no stone unturned in our search 
for the offenders.” 


Survey to 5

ACROSS the West Midlands crime is 
on the rise. Big jumps in violence, sex 
offences and robberies. Nearly 3,000 of¬ 
fences involving knife crime in the past 12 
months alone. Think about that for one 
minute - on average, in the West Mid¬ 
lands, there is a crime involving a blade 
every three hours. 

Police and crime commissioner David 
Jamieson says more resources are need¬ 
ed. Of course he does. And perhaps peo¬ 
ple would be willing to pay a little more in 
tax if they believed it meant more thieves, 
robbers and hoodlums being put away. 

But here’s another statistic. Last year 
West Midlands Police dispatched blue- 
light emergency response vehicles to 94 
reports of so-called hate crimes. Just 24 
of these reports led to an arrest. In 20 of 
these call-outs, the alleged victim didn’t 
want the police there. 

Now, I’m sure many of those cases 
were genuine emergencies, where people 
were in real danger. In those cases it is 
right and proper that the police act swiftly 
and that the assailants face the full force 
of the law. 

However, the fact that nearly a quarter 
of alleged victims didn’t understand why 
the Old Bill were called in the first place 
suggests that sometimes there might 
have been an over-reaction. 

Contrast this to the case of the baby 
abducted in the car-jacking last week, 
when police took 15 minutes to respond. 
The problem is that too often the author¬ 
ities appear more concerned with peo¬ 
ple’s attitudes and motives than what 
they have actually done. Wolf-whistling 
seems to be taken more seriously than 
burglary.

“WHEN we divide ourselves by xenophobia .. 
. when we divide ourselves by hatred, at the end 
of the day we all lose,” declares Jeremy Corbyn, 
leader of the Labour Party which, 70 years after 
the Holocaust, still cannot agree on a definition 
of antisemitism.

Crime: All 
we really 
want is 
to feel safe 

A YOUNG man I know was recently at¬ 
tacked by youths who were drinking out¬ 
side a town centre pub, he having seem¬ 
ingly done nothing other than attract their 
attention by wearing his shop uniform. 

The victim and a colleague were re¬ 
peatedly punched and his car damaged. 
He got away and went to Cannock police 
station while they returned to their drink¬ 
ing. Any hopes he had of police swoop¬ 
ing on the thugs were dashed when told 
there was no-one available to deal with 
him and could he return on Monday - this 
was Thursday evening. 

He did return and make a statement 
but heard nothing. Is it too much of a leap 
to think these yobs will now be feeling a 
little invincible having gotten away with 
this brazen attack and do it again? 

Sadly this is not an unusual anecdote 
in Staffordshire or the West Midlands. 
Newspapers and social media are filled 
with similar tales such as businessmen 
watching helpless as burglars ransack 
their premises, closed police stations and 
reported crimes not being investigated. 

Many crimes, it seems, go unreport¬ 
ed. Anti-social behaviour, vandalism, 
even assaults aren’t reported because 
‘the police won’t be interested’, we hear 
people say. The latest crime figures are 
depressing. Possession of weapons of¬ 
fences rose from 1,207 to 1,857 over the 
last five years in the West Midlands, from 
313 to 679 in Staffordshire. Public order 
offences up from 5,368 to 11,579 in the 
West Midlands and from 1,813 to 4,381 
in Staffordshire, according to the Office 
of National Statistics. 

Half of investigations into recorded 
crime in this country are closed without a 
suspect being identified - HALF! 

There will be mitigation of data being 
collected differently, certain crimes more 
commonly reported now and some ‘suc¬ 
cess’ stories. But we don’t need these 
statistics. We are too aware of increasing 
violence, anti-social behaviour, friends 
being robbed or burgled. These figures 
just confirm our worst fears and we are 
afraid. I’m cautious about where I park 
my car, whether my house is secure, 
about walking alone, about thieves or 
fraudsters targeting my elderly relatives. 

But mostly I worry every time my chil¬ 
dren leave the house as I’m sure does 
every single parent as we witness in¬ 
creasing violence in the region robbing 
mothers of their loved ones. I’m tired of 
being told ‘there is not enough money’. 
Keeping people safe, keeping police 
stations open and bobbies on the beat, 
surely these are priorities for any govern¬ 
ment. DIANE DAVIES

Add Red Hall to list 

THE article on the front page, Speed Limit To Protect Pu¬ 
pils, states that new 20mph zones will be put in place at 
11 schools in the borough. I applaud this action. However, 
I am concerned that Red Hall Primary in Gornal hasn’t 
been included in the list of schools. This is a split site 
school which sees staff and pupils moving back and forth 
across a busy main road throughout the day.

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We will proudly 
fly flag for the 
Black Country 
says Gwynne 

A LEADING Labour frontbencher has 
hailed the Black Country flag - and pledged 
to fly it with pride from a Government 
building should Jeremy Corbyn’s party get 
into power. 

Shadow communities and local govern¬ 
ment secretary Andrew Gwynne praised 
the Black Country as ‘one of the country’s 
most historic and best-loved regions’, and 
said his party would hoist the famous flag 
above the Communities Department build¬ 
ing in central London to mark Black Coun¬ 
try Day every July 14. 

The striking black, white and red flag has 
divided opinion in Labour circles. 

It is much-loved among local MPs includ¬ 
ing Ian Austin, Pat McFadden and Tom 
Watson, while Labour leader Mr Corbyn 
delivered a speech against a backdrop of 
the flag in Dudley in April. 

However, the flag was criticised last year 
by Wolverhampton South West MP Eleanor 
Smith for the use of chains in its imagery. 

Mr Gwynne said: “It’s right that build¬ 
ings both public and private across the 
Black Country will be flying the Black 
Country flag six years on from its inaugu¬ 
ration. 

“And I can promise you that when La¬ 
bour is in power every July 14, the Commu¬ 
nities Department building in London will 
fly the flag with pride.” 

The MP for Denton and Reddish in 
Greater Manchester went on to commend 
the ‘inspirational’ chainmakers parade 
through Cradley Heath, which took place 
last week in tribute to women who stood 
up for their right to earn a living wage and 
‘went on to inspire a generation of female 
politicians’. 

“They taught us of the importance of put¬ 
ting hard working people at the heart of the 
Labour movement,” he said. 

“Labour has never forgotten these values 
and we will continue to be the champions of 
local people and local communities, just like 
those in the Black Country.”

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Potent health 
benefits of 
superfood 
mushrooms 

CULTURES around the world have been 
harnessing the healing powers of the 
humble mushroom for thousands of 
years, writes Liz Connor. 

They’ve long been a staple of traditional Chi¬ 
nese medicine, while the pharaohs of Egypt 
prized mushrooms so highly they decreed only 
royalty could eat them. 

Nobody knows how many types of fleshy fun¬ 
gi exist in nature - there are about 10,000 de¬ 
scribed species, but mycologists suspect that this 
is only a fraction of what’s out there. 

Whether sprinkled on pizza or diced into a bolognese, 
these fungal organisms are a pretty common part of 
our western diet, but while you might be au fait with 
the likes of Portabello, Shiitaki and Chanterelle, there 
are plenty of medicinal varie¬ 
ties that you perhaps haven’t 
yet heard of. 

Here, we’ve picked out four 
superfood mushrooms being 
hailed as quiet achievers in 
the health and supplement 
industry, that any health buff 
worth their kale smoothie 
should really know about. 

1. Lion’s Mane 
This hairy mushroom gets 

its peculiar name from its 
appearance, which bears a re¬ 
semblance to (yep, you guessed 
it) a lion’s bushy mane. This 

bearded shroom grows on broad-leaf trees in temperate 
areas of North America, Europe, and Asia, although it 
is rare to find in the wild. 

So what magical properties does it possesses? “Stud¬ 
ies have shown that Lion’s Mane mushrooms can help 
to improve cognitive function and ease symptoms of 
anxiety and depression,” says Emily Hedgman, a 
spokesperson from Link Nutrition (linknutrition. 
com). In addition to helping enhance brain function, 
Hedgman explains that Lion’s Mane can also help to 
support the heart and circulatory system, improve di¬ 
gestive health and reduce inflammation. 

2. Chaga 

The Chaga mushroom has been slowly gaining pop¬ 
ularity in the west for its broad range of life-boosting 
benefits. It’s been used for hundreds of years in Sibe¬ 
ria and Asia, where they cut or grind dried Chaga and 
steep it in hot water, releasing its bioactive compounds 
into a mild tea. These hardy mushrooms mainly grow 
on the outside of birch trees in colder climates and 
have a lumpy exterior that makes them look similar to 
a piece of charcoal. 

“Chaga mushrooms are 
most impressive for their high 
antioxidant content whilst 
also being high in fibre and 
naturally occurring beta-glu- 
cans,” says Hedgman. “Ac¬ 
cording to a study published 
in the World Journal of Gas¬ 
troenterology, Chaga extract 
may also be able to prevent 
liver cancer cell growth - al¬ 
though more research needs 
to be done.” 

3. Reishi 

This flat fan-shaped mush¬ 
room, also known as ‘King of 
the Mushrooms’, has been uti¬ 
lised for more than two thousand years in Asia, where 
its effects were so powerful, it was thought by some to 
grant immortality. 

“Reishi, which is considered to be an adaptogen, is 
strongly anti-inflammatory and has uses tied to longev¬ 
ity, better immune function, and mental clarity,” says 
Hedgeman. Adaptogens, if you haven’t already heard, 
help us to deal with the negative effects of stress, such 
as depleted energy levels and various types of hormonal 
imbalances. 

4. Cordyceps 

“Cordyceps is an anti-ageing, energy-boosting mush¬ 
room found in the Himalayas, that many experts claim 
can boost aerobic capacity and improve stamina,” says 
Hedgman. These impressive mushrooms are known for 
their natural ability to fight free radicals, infections, 
and inflammation. 

“Cordyceps have also been used for centuries to re¬ 
duce symptoms of respiratory disorders, coughs, colds, 
liver damage and more,” she adds. 

If you don’t fancy popping them in supplement form, 
Cordyceps have a mild flavour and can be stirred into 
a variety of dishes including soups, stir-fries and cas¬ 
seroles. 

Get creative in the kitchen - both your body and 
your mind will thank you.

Why it could be good for 
your child to be bored 



If your child suggests doing something creative, react to them immediately Children’s Laureate Lauren Child

THERE aren’t many parents who 
haven’t heard their child utter the 
immortal phrase “I’m bored”. 

But instead of desperately scram¬ 
bling to entertain them, parents 
should welcome their child’s boredom, 
suggests Lauren Child, the author 
and illustrator who created the much¬ 
loved Charlie and Lola books. 

Child believes daydreaming or just 
staring into space can foster creativity, 
which is vital for children’s develop¬ 
ment. 

“Don’t be afraid to allow your child to be 
bored,” she stresses. 

“Boredom is often a time when inspira¬ 
tion comes and when children start to work 
things out for themselves.” 

Child, the Waterstones Children’s Laure¬ 
ate who also gave young readers the Clarice 
Bean and Ruby Redfort books, has launched 
a campaign, called Staring Into Space. 

Through this, she is urging parents and 
teachers to foster creative thinking in chil¬ 
dren by helping them spend some time sim¬ 
ply looking, listening, staring into space and 
making things. 

Creative thinking, she says, helps chil¬ 
dren to problem solve, and understand who 
they are and how they relate to others and 
the world. 

“It is now widely recognised that creativ¬ 
ity is as important as literacy or numeracy, 
and that allowing ourselves the time, space 
and freedom to be creative is essential for 
good mental health. Sometimes we need to 
stare into space.” 

Here are her top five suggestions for in¬ 
spiring creativity. 

1. Stop... and think about nothing 

Try, with your child, to take 15 minutes 
every day to put things down - work, lap¬ 
top, toys - and just think about nothing and 
allow your mind to clear. 

“For me, this is when I get most of my 
ideas and when thoughts are allowed to col¬ 
lide,” explains Child. 

Parents should sometimes let kids just 
stare into space, she says, simply allowing 
their minds to drift and daydream. “Day¬ 
dreaming is connected to creativity and al¬ 
lows ideas space to emerge and play.” 

2. Phones down for everyone! 

“We need to try and put our phones down 
as parents so children can see we’re doing 
this and leaving our phones for a while. The 
benefit of this is again to have time to clear 
our minds but also to communicate with 
people face-to-face. 

“Often, we miss kind and everyday inter¬ 
actions with people because we’re so busy 
looking at our devices.” 

Child suggests everyone in the family 


tries not to have phones or devices with 
them at mealtimes so texts or e-mails, 
however urgent they may seem, aren’t in¬ 
terrupting conversations. Instead, the time 
can be used to share ideas and thoughts. 

“How can we persuade ourselves that it’s 
worth the effort to look away? That when 
we turn our attention wholly away from the 
device, we will be rewarded?” asks Child. 

“I am trying to train myself to put my 
phone away and out of mind until it’s really 
needed: no idle texting, no calls, no check¬ 
ing Instagram or e-mails, and the camera 
only to be used when I see something I feel 
I truly want to keep. In truth, it’s hard. But 
I am convinced it’s worth it.” 

3. Don’t delay creativity 

If your child suggests doing something 
creative, try and react to them immedi¬ 
ately. Part of you wants to say ‘ not now’ 
and ‘please don’t make a mess’, but try to 
see this as time for bonding and communi¬ 
cation. 

Child says that if her daughter, Tuesday, 
wants do some cooking or make something, 
“I always try to go along with this if we’ve 
got the ingredients and the things we need, 


even if we’ve only got 10 minutes. 

“I think this can make a big difference. As 
a child, your enthusiasm wanes if someone 
says, we can do that later or next weekend.” 

4. Look carefully 

Child suggests walking outside, looking 
at things and discussing them with your 
child. 

“It sounds really obvious, but often we’re 
trying to get somewhere and don’t take the 
time. 

“My daughter and I often discuss things 
we see dropped on the street or we take pic¬ 
tures of buildings and then zoom in on the 
patterns and go home and try and sketch 
them.” 

5. Try making sculptures from toast 

Child has worked with arts and crafts 
teacher Josey Scullard and BookTrust to 
outline six creative resources , linked to 
children’s books, for children to try. One of 
these is making toast sculptures, inspired 
by A World of Your Own by Laura Carlin 
which encourages readers to look beyond 
the surface of things and see them in a dif¬ 
ferent way. 


“So here is a chance to look and think 
in an upside down, inside out sort of way,” 
Child tells young creators. 

“You could lie on the floor and imagine 
the ceiling as your floor. Look at the small 
things in your pockets, bags, or on the 
shelves; what other things could they be? 
Let your imagination run riot.” 

As kids’ ideas grow, they will be ready 
to start building their world out of toast - 
stale, slightly toasted works best. 

To create the toast sculptures, first 
sketch your ideas and then use about four 
pieces of toast, cut into a smaller sizes if you 
like, to make walls. 

Think beyond the average size and shape 
of a piece of toast, and try bending it to 
make curves and twists, or cut it into small 
pieces for bricks or cladding. 

Use pastry cutters or bottle tops to cut 
windows and doors (they don’t have to be 
square, they can be circles or hearts). 

Finally, attach the toast together by 
pushing cocktail sticks through both pieces, 
and snip off the ends of the sticks if they’re 
poking out. 

Flat pieces could even be stuck together 
carefully with a little golden syrup.

Cirque du Soleil is a | 
real spectacle 


T here’s no such thing as a day 
in the life of Mar Gonzalez 
Fernandes, the Spanish 
costumier who manages the 
wardrobe for Cirque du Soleil. The 
reason for that is simple - Mar and 
her four-strong team have no fixed 
routine. Every day is different. Each 
day brings new challenges. 

The ladies who are charged with making the world’s 
most exciting and most spectacular stage show look like 
the best looking gig on the planet have to adapt to the 
daily pressures of life on the road, whether that takes them 
to Russia, India, South America or the UK. 

Cirque du Soleil: OVO will be at Arena Birmingham from 
October 3 to 7. 

But today Mar’s in Russia. Soon she’ll be in the UK. 

After that, she’ll be in South America. The food is different, 
the hotels are different, the venues are different and the 
local workers who wash and mend clothes are also very 
different. 

“We are in on the last few days before a 
break,” she says, in perfect English. 

“Everybody is really excited.” 

Mar is part of a permanent 
team of four and manages the 
wardrobe for Cirque du Soleil. 

Her work is supported by two 
locals in each town or city that 
the show visits. “We have more 
than 1,000 pieces of costume 
travelling with us. It’s me and 
then we have a person dedicated 
to shoes, one with costumes, one 
with hats and two local helpers. 

“One of the best things about working 
with Cirque is that it’s so organised. We travel with our 
own washing machines, dryers, office, painting station 
for shoes, sewing machines and zone with spares for the 
hats. We are a little city travelling every week. We have I 
think three trucks just for the wardrobe. 

“It’s very hard to have a typical day because we move 
so much.” 

But there is some sort of structure. Each Tuesday, the 
circus rolls into town and Mar has to set up 
her wardrobe department and dressing 
rooms. Then she has to wash the 


costumes and check the shoes and hats. New shows open 
on Wednesday and Mar has to make sure costumes are 
sparkly and clean for the crowds. Then she teaches the 
local helps how to wash and mend after each performance. 
“It’s never boring,” she says. 

The costumes are designed separately in Montreal 
and seamstresses in Cirque’s head office do most of the 
work, leaving just the finishing to Mar and her team. “They 
develop all the fabrics and patterns and all the costumes. 
Normally, they send the finished costume and we do the 
final touches.” 

Costumes get tremendous wear as acrobats strain and 
stretch to the max. “We give the artists two costumes to 
use because they have so many shows. We check the 
costumes every day and normally need to repair them 
every day. The acrobats do a lot of work and we need 


to change the costumes every day or repair 

them. 

“There are a few important things. The look, of course, 
has to be perfect. But it’s more important for the artist 
to feel safe and then they can do their job. It’s important 
that they can trust us and know that the costumes are 
safe.” 

Travelling the world with the greatest circus on the 
planet sounds like a dream job. Glamour, you’d imagine, 
comes with the ticket price. But the public perception isn’t 
exactly right. 

“It sounds more glamorous than it is. It’s amazing to be 
able to travel and we see amazing things. But it’s hard, 
too, to travel every week. We become friends and travel 
together and live together. It’s very intense but we love it.” 
Mar started her career in commercial fashion and 

worked as a local, washing and mending, 
when Cirque visited her home city in 


Northern Spain. “I did my first work with cirque 
as a local when I was still in college and I really 
enjoyed it and had an amazing experience. Then 
I worked with a few shows as a local when they 
were in Spain. Then I joined. I was in Birmingham in 
2009 and it was a great experience. Then I moved 
to China with another cirque show. Then I worked 
in a different company. Now I’m back in Cirque.” 

She’s travelled the world but there are still 
places she’d like to visit, including Japan 
and Indonesia. “I’d love to go to both. In 
Indonesia, there are amazing fabrics and 
costumes. I like to travel to places where I 
can learn about traditional costumes and 
theatres. 


Traditional 


“I think it’s very important for me 
to keep learning and studying. I 
go to museums when I get a little 
downtime to see costumes and 
fabrics and see traditional art and 
theatre. It’s part of the learning 
experience to help me grow as 
a professional.” 

When Cirque is on stage, 

Mar is busy backstage. 

A show day usually runs 
from noon to midnight. 

“One of the girls comes in early but the rest of us come in 
at midday. I oversee the whole operation and make sure 
everything is ready for the artists. I make all the schedules. 
We need to make sure all the costumes, hats and shoes 
are fixed. During the show, we have to be backstage and 
help the artists get ready and get changed. After the show 
we have to collect the dirty laundry. We are working midday 
to midnight.” 

A typical block of shows includes 13 weeks on the road, 
followed by two weeks holiday. That gives Mar the chance 
to return to Spain to see family and friends, or travel 
elsewhere. 

“We’re in Russia at the moment and I’m very surprised 
because I like it a lot. It’s beautiful and Moscow was 
amazing. India is a great country as well and South 
America in on the list for next year - I was also there a 
few years ago and I like it a lot. The textiles are great and 
there’s lots of great wildlife. 

“Cirque is a remarkable job and I wouldn’t change it for 
a minute.”

Boss ban 
after firm 
collapses 

A CONSTRUCTION boss 
has been disqualified after 
his company collapsed ow¬ 
ing almost £470,000. 

Martin Baker, director 
of C J M Tiling Limited, 
Cradley Heath, has been 
disqualified for seven years 
after failing to declare all 
the company’s sales income. 

The 50-year-old, of Old¬ 
bury, cannot now promote, 
manage, or be a director of 
a limited company. Jane 
Knight, deputy head of in¬ 
solvency investigations for 
the Insolvency Service, said: 
“Under-declaration of the 
VAT deprives the exchequer 
of the monies needed to pro¬ 
vide public services. 

“In co-operation with 
HM Revenue and Customs 
(HMRC), the Insolvency 
Service will not hesitate to 
investigate such misconduct 
with disqualification as a di¬ 
rector the likely outcome.” 

The ban came after 
HMRC made unannounced 
visits to the Halesowen 
Road construction com¬ 
pany in December 2015 and 
March 2016. Officers found 
Baker had under-declared 
the company’s VAT liabil¬ 
ities by not revealing all of 
its sales and used an addi¬ 
tional bank account to de¬ 
posit his sales income.

Model tried to make 
kidnapper 'fall in love' 



A MODEL caught up in a ter¬ 
rifying ordeal has revealed 
how she tried to make her 
kidnapper - who had been 
living in the Black Country - 
fall in love with her to escape 
captivity in Italy. 

Chloe Ayling, aged 20, was snatched 
after being lured to a fake modelling 
shoot in Milan and bundled into the 
boot of a car. 

She was taken to a remote farm¬ 
house where she was held for six days 
by Lukasz Herba, 30. 

The Polish national, who had been 
living in Tividale, was jailed for nearly 
17 years last month after being con¬ 
victed by an Italian court of kidnap¬ 
ping the London-based model. 

Speaking about her ordeal, she re¬ 
vealed that after two days of being 
chained to a chest of drawers, she 
agreed to share a bed with her captor. 

Bond 

“The more we started talking, the 
more the bond was kind of forming 
and once I realised he was starting to 
like me, I knew I had to use that to my 
advantage,” she said. 

Ms Ayling says it was ‘horrendous’ 
when she arrived at the house and 
Herba said she would be sold as a sex 
slave unless she found 300,000 Euros 
(£265,000). 

“I thought what he was saying was 
all true and I didn’t doubt him for a 
second because he was so detailed in 
responses to my questions,” she said. 

But he also asked her if he could kiss 
her and if they could have a relation¬ 
ship. 

“I thought ‘this is my chance to get 
out’,” Ms Ayling said. 

“Once I saw his reaction to what I 
was saying - that things could happen

in the future - he was acting excited 
and really looking forward to it and 
always talking about it. 

“It was that response that made me 
realise I needed to keep doing that.” 
Eventually, when he realised the ran¬ 
som was not going to be paid, he re¬ 
leased her and drove her to the British 
consulate in Milan. 

While they were waiting for the con¬ 
sulate to open, witnesses reported see¬ 
ing them laughing together in a cafe. 

But Ms Ayling said: “Why would 
you be ‘offish’ with the person who is 
starting to have feelings for you and is 
relying on that to release you? I had to 


Chloe Ayling hoped that getting her 
captor to like her might save her 

do everything I could to make him fall 
in love with me.” 

Herba was jailed in June for 16 years 
and nine months following a trial at a 
court in Milan. Ms Ayling said she felt 
vindicated by the guilty verdict after 
claims had been made that the kidnap¬ 
ping was a publicity stunt. 

Police raided a block of flats in Tiv¬ 
idale after the kidnapping made inter¬ 
national headlines last year. 

She said: “I still don’t fully under¬ 
stand his motivation. It can’t just be 
money. He added me on Facebook two 
years ago. It’s like he’s been stalking 
me, so it must be obsession as well.”

greatest hits set. They released their 
seventh album, Silver Eye, last year, 
which debuted at number six on the 
UK chart. 

“I think writing an album is like 
being lost in a wood,” says Will 
Gregory. “You’re trying to figure out 


interesting path. You don’t know whether 
it’s going to be a dead end or somewhere 
i interesting and you never know when to 
stop because around the corner some 
beautiful vista might open up.”

Silver Eye features dance music, which evokes a 
pagan ritual rather than a club soundtrack. Cold, metallic 
electronics with a hot current of blood running through 
them. Cinematic pop music with a twist. A celebration of 
the thirst for transformation and intense sensation. A 21st 
century moondance. It weaves together the two strands 
of Goldfrapp’s music like never before. 

The Stranglers are perennial favourites and were on the 
road earlier this year with their Definitive Tour. 

Audiences can expect to be swept up high on the 
wave of The Stranglers’ powerful sound during what is 
always an exhilarating live experience; pounding rhythms, 
soaring melodies, quirky humour and thrillingly daring 
musicianship will come together again.

I aking TV programmes isn’t 
easy. Everyone wants to 
create a hit, but how do you 
do that? Some producers decide to 
copy a previous show’s success, 
making it just different enough to 
avoid any trouble. 

The brains behind The Real 
Marigold Hotel did something very 
smart indeed. They took the 
premise of the film The Best Exotic 
Marigold Hotel and tried to find out if 
British pensioners really could make 
their pensions stretch further by 
moving to India. 

“BBC Two has a strong track 
record of creating bold new factual 
formats and Marigold proved to be 
an instant break through,” says the 
channel’s editor, Patrick Holland. 
“Who would have thought that a 
show about retirement would 
become such a hit with audiences 
young and old?” 

Well, perhaps it’s down to

This is the song that perpetually goes round and 
round in my head. It’s that or the theme tune to Baby 
Jake which, if that’s the case, means I’ve been up since 
before dawn watching the test cards and waiting for 
CBeebies to start. 

Any parent of young kids will understand these 
are life’s truly dark moments. What’s worse is that 
the punishment doesn’t end there because for the 
rest of the day the theme tune to some daft children’s 
programme will do consecutive cartwheels in your 
head. And while I love having my little girl, sometimes I 
just want to be an adult again. 

LAVISH 

If you feel you really can’t parent today then ditch the 
kids (i.e find a responsible adult to look after them for at 
least a few hours) and take yourself off to Fumo by San 
Carlo at Selfridges. 

Here, with its lavish interior and exclusive 
Champagne bar, playing adult is as easy as ABC. 

That’s not to say children aren’t allowed; it’s an Italian 
restaurant where little ones are welcome with open 
arms. 

Fumo opened in Selfridges last September following 
a £1 million overhaul. It follows a successful branch of 
Fumo in Waterloo Street, off St Philips Square, on the 
other side of the city, while its parent restaurant San 
Carlo has long been a Brum dining scene stalwart. 

The space on the top floor of Selfridges used to be 
The Balcony Bar by Searcys, serving up tasty bites 
like gourmet burgers and afternoon tea, cocktails and 
exclusive wines. 

However, while The Balcony Bar was very nice, I feel 


Fumo is a more suitable use of the space, perfect for 
this high-end department store. 

Step through the entrance and arrive in Milan; 
everything about Fumo feels Italian from the pin-thin 
sharply-dressed (predominantly Italian) waiters to the 
ravishing interior resplendent with marble surfaces, dark 
wood parquet flooring, soft fawn leather chairs and gold 
accessories. 

The menu is centered around Venetian cicchetti - 
which are medium size dishes, usually shared between 
friends. Staff recommended we share five or six dishes 


between two, the only problem being which ones to 
chose from the extensive menu. As with many places 
serving little dishes, food arrives from the kitchen when 
it’s ready rather than altogether. 

Choices range from pasta dishes to salads and 
smallish pizzas. There’s fish dishes and meat, nibbles 
and breads. All bases of Italian cuisine are covered, 
street food, soul food, light bites and more. 

Dishes are priced reasonably with most between the 
£5 to £8 mark. Top of my ‘to eat list’ was the burrata, that 
type of mozzarella filled with cream, which here came 


served with Parma ham and black truffle. Next came the 
calamari, tender squid pieces in almost-not-there batter. 
Our table soon filled with exquisite bites. Next a hand- 
stretched Margherita pizza arrived topped with tomato 
sauce and mozzarella. It was outstanding. 

Due to very full tummies, we did not order dessert. 
The bill came to £68 including a large bottle of sparkling 
water and a 10 per cent service charge - a lavish lunch 
but undoubtedly worth every penny for sublime food 
and some much-needed adult time.

Toyota’s sharply styled C-HR has blazed 
a trail through the crossover market since 
its launch in late 2016 , speeding its way 
into the top three of the company’s best¬ 
selling models in double-quick time. Now 
its customer appeal is being increased 
with the introduction of a richly specified 
new Design grade, additional equipment 
features, fresh interior treatments and a 
bold new colour choice. 

Cool looks aside, C-HR continues to win 
favour thanks to its smooth and highly efficient 
hybrid electric powertrain option - currently 
the pick of 77 per cent of customers - and 
its rewarding driving characteristics, derived 
directly from its TNGA (Toyota New Global 
Architecture Platform). 

Smart 

The new C-HR Design comes with an 
equipment specification that majors on style 
and on-board comfort and convenience. On 
the outside, it sports 18-inch alloy wheels, 
rear privacy glass and auto-folding heated 
door mirrors with integrated turn indicators. 
Welcoming entry illumination and ambient 
cabin lighting are also part of the package, 
together with smart entry and push-button 
start. 

The front seats both have integrated heaters 
and power-adjustable lumbar support. The 
Toyota Touch 2 with Go multimedia system 
comes with an intuitive central touchscreen 
control, navigation functions and access to 
online services.

The Toyota C-HR is available with a 1.8-litre 
hybrid electric powertrain, or with a 1.2-litre 
turbocharged petrol engine. The 1.2T is 
offered with six-speed manual transmission 
and front-wheel drive, or continuously 
variable auto transmission with all-wheel 


drive; the hybrid version is front-wheel drive 
only. Combined cycle fuel consumption 
for the hybrid is 74.3mpg with 86g/km C02 
emissions; for the 1.2T the figures from 
42.1 mpg and 135g/km respectively. 

The new 2018 Toyota C-HR is available 
to order now. On-the-road prices start at 
£21,880.

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Don’t let your dog get hot under the collar 

Paws for thought 
to keep dogs cool 

Britain is experiencing a scorcher of a summer 
with temperatures soaring into the 30s during July. 
Forecasts are expected to stay sunny and hot, which 
is good news for sun-seekers but the heat can make 
family dogs feel very hot under the collar. 

The current heatwave has led to a surge in calls to the 
RSPCA. The animal charity has received 2,835 calls over 
the past month from concerned members of the public, 
the majority of which related to dogs left in cars. 

Temperatures in cars can rise very quickly. Even at a 
comfortable 22 degrees Celsius outside, a car can reach 
an unbearable 47 degrees Celsius in under an hour. A 
dog can die within minutes in a hot car, warning that 
owners should never risk leaving their dog in the car, even 
for short periods. 

To help raise awareness, Skoda has created a series of 
pictures called ‘Cool Dogs in Cool Cars’ featuring RSPCA 
rescue dogs, to show pet owners that they should never 
leave a dog alone in a vehicle. When driving the advice is 
to always keep windows open or use air conditioning to 
keep pooches in maximum comfort. 

“Our pet dogs are part of the family so it’s great that so 
many families choose to take their canine companion with 
them on holiday and for days out,” RSPCA dog welfare 
expert Lisa Richards said. 

“If you face a long journey with your four-legged friend 
it’s really important to make sure everyone is safe, secure 
and comfortable for the duration of the drive.” 

Journey 

Skoda is known for its pet practicalities and all cars 
feature ample boot and cabin space for a comfortable 
journey. Dog accessoriesjsuch as the dog seatbelt and 
hammock are part of the Skoda accessories range and 
are easily fitted to the seatbelts and head rests so that 
pets can ride safely. 

In 2017, the RSPCA received 7,876 calls about animals 
left in hot environments. 

There are things that drivers can do this summer to 
ensure their pets are safe while travelling, no matter what 
the distance: 

• Never leave your dog alone in the vehicle so they 
don’t get anxious or overheat 

• In hot weather, always leave the window slightly open 
when driving to provide fresh air for your dog. Summer 
can be a very dangerous time for dogs on their travels 

• Always carry food and water with you to keep your 
dog hydrated 

• Invest in appropriate pet restraints, such as a pet 
barrier or seat belt, to ensure your dog remains in the 
back of the car throughout your journey 

• On long journeys and hot days, take regular breaks to 
provide water for your dog 

• Where possible exercise your dog with a short walk 
during your breaks 

• When the vehicle is moving, don’t let a dog hang its 
head outside car windows, no matter how much they 
enjoy it! 

• Before embarking on a long journey, take your dog on 
short journeys to get them used to travelling in the car 

• Keep a close eye on your pet when travelling to make 
sure they are not showing signs of travel-related problems 
such as barking, whining, jumping, salivating, vomiting, 
cowering or restlessness 

• If your dog is nervous when travelling use reward- 
based training methods. If you continue to have problems 
visit your vet or a clinical animal behaviourist 

• Make sure there aren’t any loose items that could 
harm your dog in the boot or on the back seat of your car 

• Bring their favourite blanket or toy to help relax your 
dog 

• Dogs travel better without a full stomach so it’s best to 
feed them more than two hours before you set off 

• Travelling crates, dog guards and car harnesses 
safely secure your pet when travelling. Ensure that 
the crate is big enough for your dog and is positioned 
somewhere with good airflow so they don’t get too hot 

• If you see a dog in a car on a warm day and are 
concerned for his/her welfare please alert the police by 
dialling 999

Commercial vehicle range keeping diesel alive 



Ford says there is still a need for diesel engines on commercial vehicles 


Diesel engines still have a future at Ford, 
according to the Blue Oval’s powertrain 
chief, but almost entirely because the 
firm’s commercial vehicle customers 
demand it. 

Speaking at the launch of the new Focus 
- itself benefitting from two new diesel 
engines from launch - Ford of Europe chief 
powertrain engineer Simon Palmer hinted 
that with diesel-powered cars becoming 
ever more complex and expensive, it’s 
not passenger car sales that are keeping 
development worthwhile. 

“We’re seeing a significant reduction in 
demand for diesel engines on passenger 
cars - and even more so on small 
passenger cars,” Palmer said. 

“I think we can all see that the divide 
between gasoline and diesel in small and 
medium passenger cars - in terms of 
fuel efficiency - is reducing, and so the 
business case as an individual for buying a 
diesel is far weaker today than it was five or 
10 years ago. 

“We have to remember as well, diesel 
engines require a significant amount of 
after-treatment and engine technology to 
meet the latest emission standards. 

“So in short they are expensive, and 
you have to balance that out with the 


affordability of small passenger cars,” he 
said. 

Despite this - and the current 
‘demonisation’ of the fuel across Europe 
- Ford has invested heavily in the 
development of two all-new ‘EcoBlue’ 


diesels in the last 18 months: a 1.5 and 
a 2.0-litre in various states of tune. Why? 
Customers of its profitable commercial 
vehicle range still rely on diesel. 

“We still see a need for diesel engines 
on commercial vehicles, and obviously 


what we’re looking to do is try and protect 
our diesel engines’ longevity,” Palmer 
explained. 

“If demand [for diesel in passenger cars] 
is there, we are positioned in such a way 
that we can respond to it”.

WHEN Darren Moore went back to Frat- 
ton Park with Albion as a player, he used 
to take the unusual measure of meeting 
up with the opposition players in the kit 
room before the game. 

But this was not a catch-up with former 
team-mates, it was an opportunity to pray with 
Portsmouth’s flourishing Christian contingent. 

A huge, hulking centre-back, Moore was a formi¬ 
dable presence on the pitch, as any striker who com¬ 
peted against him would attest to. 

Off the pitch there is still the same determination 
driving the man forward, but there is also a calming 
warmth and amiable manner. Moore found Christian¬ 
ity during his time at Bradford City and, since then, 
faith has played a huge role in his life. 

Linvoy Primus was one of those members of the 
Portsmouth prayer group, and remains close to the 
Baggies boss to this day. 

“There were nine players at Portsmouth who were 
Christians,” Primus said. “Whenever Darren came 
back with West Brom he would come in and pray. 

“It was a unique thing that happened but it was a 
place where you could get some peace.” 

Bradford 

In 2002, Primus and Moore helped set up the Faith 
and Football charity with former player Micky Mel¬ 
lows and Primus now offers support to Christians in 
the game through another charity called Christians 
In Sport. 

Moore’s faith has already played a role during his 
time in charge of the Baggies. Wayne Jacobs, who was 
his team-mate at Bradford, is a Christian too and one 
of the reasons Moore turned to the religion. 

Jacobs was the unseen member of Moore’s coach¬ 
ing staff during his spell as caretaker and Moore is 
planning to use the man he trusts again next season. 

Primus believes Moore’s faith will play a huge 
role in his approach to management. “Darren’s been 
in the industry for a very long time,” said Primus. 
“What you see is what you’re going to get. His iden¬ 
tity isn’t going to be defined by the job he’s got, his 
identity is in the person he follows, which is Christ. 

“He’s a thoughtful guy anyway and his support for 
people is going to be number one in that.

Bradbury came up and stayed with Moore on the 
weekend of Albion’s stunning victory over Tottenham 
at The Hawthorns towards the end of last season. 

At the time, Jake Livermore’s 92nd-minute winner 
kept alive the club’s slim hopes of survival. 

“The place was buzzing!” recalled Bradbury. “You 
could feel that the fans wanted him to get the job 
because of the connection they have for him. They 
might not have met him, but he’s a family man, and 
he’s trying to instil those qualities at the club.” 

Bradbury expects Moore to employ a club chaplain 


at Albion in the coming months, and it’s something 
he’d recommend. “Some players don’t want to talk to 
managers, so to have someone who people can trust 
and speak openly to is really important,” he said. 

“Everyone’s got different faiths, if you can help 
them be comfortable in the workplace, that’s half the 
battle.” 

It’s not just the players that need that support net¬ 
work. The man himself also needs someone to lean 
on, even if it looks like nothing would ever topple 
him. Every six months, Moore meets up with a sup¬ 
port network for Christians in football ran by Primus 
through the Christians in Sport charity. 

Depending on availability, the group can range 
from between half a dozen people to upwards of 30. 
They meet in hotel foyers, restaurants, and even 
training grounds, whatever is convenient. 

“There’s a number of Christian footballers and 
coaches in the Midlands so we try and get the group 
together,” explained Primus. 

“Ultimately, we ask how does God say you should 
deal with these things? 

“Cyrille Regis used to come along as well.” 

Regis was a Christian too, and used to attend the 
same large family church as Moore, the Renewal 
Christian Centre in Solihull. 

The legendary Albion striker was Moore’s mentor 
and would have been a part of his team next season 
had he not passed away so suddenly at the age of 59. 

Regis was one of a kind, but Primus hopes that gap 
on Moore’s journey ahead will be filled by others from 
the church who will offer their support. 

“His local church will be part of that support, with 
that support he will be able to move forward and get 
through. It’s more about the man than the job that 
he’s doing.” 

Albion’s new head coach has a strong affinity to the 
surrounding community. He grew up playing football 
in an underpass in Handsworth, and is well aware 
of the importance of the club to those who follow it. 

Sixteen years ago he helped set up Faith and Foot¬ 
ball with Primus, a community charity aimed at serv¬ 
ing local areas in Portsmouth and Handsworth. 

“We really wanted to look at the way we serve the 
community,” said Primus. “We knew football would 
be an easy draw, everyone likes football. I think it’s 
an exciting time for the club. This is what he’s wanted 
to do, he’s always wanted to be the manager.” 


Checkatrade Trophy 
fate now revea ed 

WOLVES, Albion and Walsall all learned their Checkatrade Trophy fate 
after the draw for the group stage was completed. 

All 48 League One and League Two clubs were drawn into 16 groups 
earlier this month.
